1,371 Bags Of Feeds 
Suspended From Sale 


During the last 90 days the 
Chemistry Division of the Alabama 
Department of Agriculture has 
suspended from sale 1,371 bags of 
feeds because they failed to come 
up to the standard claimed by the 
manufacturers. 

“Samples of all mixed feeds sold 
in Alabama are tested in the State 
Laboratory, Montgomery.” This 
is done to insure to the consumer 
feeds containing the feed constitu- 
ents advertised by the manufac- 
turer and to protect the consumer 
from the use of inferior or injur- 
ious feeds,” writes Seth P. Storrs, 
commissioner of Agriculture. 

“With the condemnation of un- 
standard feeds, together with pro- 
secutions for violations of the law, 
the standard and grade mixed feed 
in the state are kept on a high 
basis,” he said.

Corn Following Winter Peas 

I have written before about the 
fine crop of peas grown on Mr. D, 
H, James’s farm near Hlba, Now 
the corn is just as fine as the peas 
were. I went with Messrs. James, 
Walding, Moates and Pridgen to 
see this corn Monday, and without 
making any prediction as to the 
final yield, will say that it is worth 
a trip for any farmer that is try- 
ing to grow corn to gro see, Mr. 
James says he made about eight 
bushels of corn per acre on this 
field last year. This land had been 
in peanuts continuously for about 
five years previous to last year, 
Last fall Mr. James applied 826 
pounds of acid phosphate per acre 
when sowing the seed on October 
10th, The peas were turned under 
April 13th, and the corn, Hastings’ 
Prolific, was planted May 6th, It 
is just now in silk and tassel and 
looks like the very finest of river 
bottom corn. 

Mr, James is proud of this field 
of corn, and justly so, because he 
knows what he would have had had 
he not sowed this field to peas last 
fall, I recommend that every far- 
mer that is interested in growing 
better corn visit this field and see 
for yourselves how it can be done, 
und done profitably.

all traces of the disastrous flood.

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BOMBING, BRIBERY 
LAID TO BACKERS 
OF SLOT MACHINES 


MONTGOMERY, Auy, 8.—Five 
bullets, said by police to have been 
fired into the residence of Judge 
Leon MeCord Friday night by enc- 
mies of the slot machine law for 
which Judge MeCord made a dese 
perate fight in the last lepislature, 
threw this city into an uproar and 
police and detectives at once began 
an investigation, Judge MeCord 
and his family were sleeping on 
the opposite side of the house and 
escaped uninjured. 

Judge MeCord was puzzled for 
a“ reason as to why any person 
should try to terrorize or intimi- 
date him, The only motive he ad- 
vanced was that the bullets were 
fired by some hoodlum connected 
with the slot machine and punch 
board racket in the state, 

Another sensation came Satur 
day when J. Barl Speigie, former 
resident of Wufaula and now sec- 
retary of the state senate, stateu 
that he had been offered a bribe 
of $1,000 to lose or destroy the 
Davis anti-slot machine measure 
before it could reach the governor 
for his signature, 

Mr. Speight resented the effort 
to bribe him and told Governor 
Millér of the incident and the pov- 
ernor immediately took the matter 
up with Judge Walter B. Jones, 
and Solicitor Terple Seibels, The 
grand jury investigation of both 
the bribery incident and the alleg- 
ed changing of a Jefferson County 
license fees bill was decided on. 

The governor Saturday announc- 
ed the offering of rewards of $500 
each for the arrest of persons who 
unlawfully offered to bribe any 
member or clerk of the legislature 
of either house thereof, or who un. 
lawfully altered or changed any 
pending bill in the legislature, or 
any person who unlawfully accept- 
ed a bribe in Montgomery County 
during the year 1981. 

At a conference Saturday with 
Solicitor W. T. Seibels of the 
Montgomery circuit court, Repre- 
sentative Amzi Barber of Birming- 
ham, made formal request that the 
grand jury investigate changes 
which are alleged to have been 
made in the bill creating the office 
of commissioner of licenses in Jef- 
ferson County, after the measure 
passed the house of representatives 
during’ the recent legislative ses- 
sion. Mr. Barber, who is the au- 
thor of the measure, has stated 
that the one finally adopted and 
approved, is not the same bill which 
passed the house, and that the orig- 
inal was tampered with and chang- 
es made in it.

much about the bitterweeds in our 
pasture until I have about cleaned 
it out during this hot weather. Sal- 
lie fusses every times she sees ” 
yellow flour in our pasture, She 
says that the way to keep bitter- 
weeds out of the pasture is to see 
to it that they do not go to seed. 
I guess she is right, as the wees 
cannot keep coming up if there 
are no seeds left on the ground. 
Just to tell you the truth about 
it, it did not take Tom and myself 
very lone to get all of them, but 
we pretended to Sallie that it was 
mighty hard work. The bitterweed 
is an enemy to your pasture and 
you should see to it that they do 
not grow where your milk cow 
erazes. About the worst looking 
thing to be seen in this country 
is to see a lot of bitterweed in 
a man’s pasture. It shows that 
he is careless or that he does not 
know the value of good cows and 
good milk. 
a 

Now is the time to work in your 
pasture. If. you cut sweet gum 
bushes or sassafras bushes during 
August they will come nearer dy- 
ing than they will in any other 
month. Crops are layed by and 
most of us have a little time dur- 
ing the next few weeks that we 
can use in our pastures. Every 
weed and every bush should be de- 
stroyed. All timber, except a few 
trees for shade, should be killed. 
It takes sunshine, water and good 
soil to make a good pasture. Every 
pasture has enemies and it is our 
business to destroy every enemy In 
our pasture. One acre of good 
solid carpet grass in a damp place 
is worth forty acres in the thick 
woods for pasture purposes, Why 
should we sit by and allow our 
pastures to grow up as we do? If 
we have good cows we must de- 
stroy all and everything in the 
pasture except those things which 
we want in there. Go out and 
look at your pasture and imagine 
that it belongs to some other man 
and then ask yourself the question, 
“Is that, in fact, a real pasture?” 

* * * 


How about those calves? We 
can get them for you as fast as 
you want them, but we have been 
forced to change our plans again, 
and you must now pay for the calf, 
or part of it, before we get it. 
Money is so scarce until some of 
us cannot get it at all. After you 
tell us to get you a calf and we 
do so, we are in trouble if you do 
not take it. We will only get calves 
where they are ordered by some 
one who promises definitely to take 
them. 

* * * 

No one has given me an order 
for that registered Jersey heifer 
calf I told you about. Sallie wants 
it, but we do not have a cow at 
the present time that we can give 
it to. If you ever expect to own 
a thoroughbred cow, now is your 
time to get it. You can get this 
ealf for $30.00, but you cannot 
get another one for less than 
$40.00. If-you are interested I 


* * * 


This fall is the. time to stock 
up on cows. They are cheap and 
it will not take much money to get 
a good supply of them. We can 
get all the calves we want for 
$5.00, delivered here in WBlba, 
which is two dollars less than they 
cost us a year ago. When one of 
your cows freshens it would pay 
you to get about three good calves 
and allow her to raise them for 
you. Just a few cows will soon 
grow you all the calves you want. 
As soon as you sell some hogs let 
me know and TI shall be glad to 
get the calves for you. 

* * * 

Sallie has another idea that is 
grating. on my nerves. :She says 
that she can take about ten cows 
and make a lot of money next fal! 
and spring. She wants me to build 
her a few cow pens out in the 
pasture so she can pen her cows 
separately. She wants to buy good 
Jersey calves and give about three 
or four to each cow as she fresh- 
ens. Sallie says that she can take 
ten cows and raise thirty good 
heifers with them. The thirty 
heifer calves will cost her $150.00 
and when they are one year old 
Sallie says they will be worth $35.- 
00 each, or $1,050.00, and Sallie 
says she can do all this on less 
than $100.00 expenses for feed. 
Then in another twelve months 
they will be worth $60.00 each, or 
a total of $1,800.00, and at the 
same time she thinks we can go 
right ahead with: our farming as 
though we did not have these cows, 
except that we will have to grow 
some winter pasture. However, she 
says she will save all the fertilizer 
and that she can have all the pas- 
ture she wants on a few acres. 
That looks pretty good to me and 
I may decide to let Sallie try her 
hand at it one time. We could 
use the $1,800.00, all right, and 
Vd bet you anything you want 
that Sallie can do just like she 
says. She alwayh does do things 
when she sets her head to. Some 
of you other women might try the 
same thing. If you do T’ll bet you 
right now that you beat your hus- 
band making money. 

* * * 

T wish you boys could see those 
ten pigs I told you about. They 
have been running in our first 
patch for about thirty days and 
we are now ready to put them in 
the second patch. The ten will 
average about 125 pounds each, 
and are as pretty as you ever saw. 
By October 1st they will weigh 
250 pounds each and I am going 
to yet about seven cents per pound 
for them. That will be $175.00 
for that one bunch of pigs and they 
have not cost me a single penny in 
money since they came into this 
world. .Now how many of you cot- 
ton farmers will get $175.00 clear 
out of your cotton crop? You have 
worked like slaves in your cotton 
while IT have looked on and watch- 
ed my pigs grow. I will soon be 
ready to get more profit from that 
bunch of pigs than you will get 
from your whole crop this year.

Seeking a standard market with 

reasonable prices, 1,500 farmers of 

nine leading peanut producing 
counties of Alabama and Jackson 

County, Fla., have joined hands 

to sell their wares through the Ala- 

bama Florida Cooperative Peanut 
association. 

Planters are busy organizing 
peanut growers to sell their prod- 
ucts cooperatively in the prinepal 
markets of the country, with Seth 
P. Storrs, commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries, and G. W. 
Ray, extension marketing agent, 
leading the movement. 

“Parmers have expressed their 
approval that the set-up is planned 
to improve the peanut industry as 
a whole and marketing in particn- 
lar,’ Mr. Ray reports.

Former King Alfonso XIII, of 
Spain would hardly class as a great 
ruler, but he has the distinction 
of having been the target of would- 
be assassins oftener than any oth- 
ey monareh—ten times to be ex- 
act—and eaume through unseathed.

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MEMENTO OF A WAR ACE 

The heroism of Major Raoul 
Lufbery, noted French-American 
war ace, will be remembered by 
thousands who will from time to 
time look upon the airplane com- 
pass used in his last fatal flight, 
which was deposited in the Smith- 
sonian Institute in Washington a 
few days ago. 

Lufbery was 


officially credited 
with shooting down 17 German 
planes, and his comrades assert 
that he really brought down more 
than twice that number, before his 
death near Tours, France, May 19, 
1918." On his last flight his plane 
caught fire, and Lufbery jumped 
without a parachute to his doom. 

His compass was salvaged from 
the burned plane by a French sol- 
dier, and given to an army sur- 
eon, who tried to find some mem- 
ber of Lufbery’s family to whom 
he might present it, but without 
success, After passing through 
several hands the compass was fin- 
ally given to the museum of the 
Smithsonian Institute. 

Lufbery was born in France, but 
was reared in Wallingford, Conn., 
becoming an adventurer and _ soJ- 
dier of fortune. He joined the 
famous Lafayette Escadrille, com- 
posed of Americans who entered 
the air service of France early in 
the war. When the United States 
hecame an active participant in the 


American air force. 

His aerial exploits were among 
the most brilliant of the war, and 
it is well that he may be remem- 
bered through the exhibition of 
his flame-seared compass in the na- 
tional capital.
